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Coffee County BOE takes first look at 
Fiscal Year ‘19 budget during meeting

The Coffee County 
Board of Education met 
Thursday evening, Sept. 6, 
for its regular monthly 
meeting, and held the first 
of two required annual 
budget hearings during the 
meeting. 

Shannon Odom, chief 
financial officer for the 
school system, presented 
the proposed Fiscal Year 
2019 budget during the 
hearing. A second hearing 
is scheduled for Thursday, 
Sept. 13, at 12 noon, and 
board members are antici- 
pated to approve the budget 
after the second hearing. 

The school system will 
operate on the Fiscal Year 
2019 budget from Oct. 1, 
2018 through Sept. 30, 
2019. 

Odom said the system is 
expected to have a begin- 
ning balance of 
$7,169,069.89 with the new 
budget with the addition of 
$21,855,124.64 in antici- 
pated revenues for the year. 
She said that would bring 
the total revenues balance 
to $29,024,194.64 for the 


fiscal year. 
Odom further noted that 
anticipated expenditures 


would total $22,241,607.15

Elba City Council approves plan for 
refinancing old USDA sewer bonds

The Elba City Council 
met Monday evening, Sept. 
10, with two members 
absent due to conflicting 
obligations. Both council 
members Gappa Wise and 
Rolanda Jones had notified 
City Hall of their necessary 
absence. 

Also, council member A. 
R. Williams had to leave 
early for a church engage- 
ment, leaving the group 
without a quorum, causing 
an early adjournment. 

An important vote deal- 
ing with bond issues and 
refinancing was taken 
while a voting quorum was 
present. 

The council quickly 
approved a_ resolution 
authorizing Mayor Mickey 
Murdock to move forward 
with refinancing 
$1,753,000 of old USDA 
sewer improvement bonds. 
The plan states that the total 
new General Fund refund- 
ing warrants cannot exceed 
$2,000,000, including legal 


fees, bond insurance and 
the cost of issuing the 
bonds. The resolution also 
limits the maximum inter- 
est “real” rate at 4.5%. 

Murdock explained this 
will save $156,000 in inter- 
est cost over the life of the 
loan plus giving the city 
access to an existing cash 
reserve fund built up over 
the years of the existing 
bond issue. 

Any agreement Murdock 
and the bond agents agree 
upon will be submitted for 
approval by the city council 
at its next meeting. 

The council again post- 
poned any action on a one- 
time retiree bonus plan 
authorized by the Alabama 
Legislature. The matter was 
tabled until all council 
members were present and 
voting. The total cost to the 
Elba General Fund would 
be $9,752. 

The Water and Electric 
Board is awaiting action by

Last week we reported on the rainfall for the Choc-Pea 
Watershed, quoting from the monthly totals compiled from 
their host of rain gauges located all around the nine county 
area and connected to one central computer. Well twice in 
the next day or so we got quizzed about ‘what did (certain 
gauge) record that month.” Then the next person who ques- 
tioned us wanted to know about another area. Apparently 
our printing out all those numbers left the impression we 
were intelligent — or something! True, our mother once told 
some folks that this oldest child would argue with a sign- 
post .. . and win his fair share of the arguments but — time 
has constantly flashed before our eyes the truth that we 
don’t really have all the correct answers. So anyone with 
questions about the rainfall during a particular month at a 
particular gauge is welcome to come by the office and we 
will click open a copy of the monthly report and READ off 
the requested numbers. 


There are a lot of opinions being batted around about the 
anonymous opinion piece on the OP-ED page of the New 
York Times last week. Some loved the revelations in the 
article, some hated it, other citizens complained that it was 
unsigned. The vast majority of us probably never heard of 
the individual, but some complained and/or used this as an 
excuse to discount the claims in the article. This is really no 
surprise to us. Years ago we read of a newspaper that was 
having great success with unsigned letters-to-the-editor and 
gave it a try right here in Elba — for a while, a short while. 
The lack of a name didn’t give readers anyone to be mad at 
but those folks at the newspaper office. That practice was 
discontinued and now we go to the extreme of confirming 
if the name on the letter is the person writing the letter — we 
got caught on that ploy once also. 


Former Alabama House Speaker Mike Hubbard continues 
to fight his 2016 ethics conviction. Recently, following a 
long delay, the Alabama Court of Criminal Appeals upheld 
11 of his 12 convictions. He has now asked the court to 
reverse its decision that upheld the conviction. The once 
powerful lawmaker remains free on bail as his case slowly 
makes its way through the Alabama court system. If, and 
when, the Appeals Court upholds their previous decision, 
Hubbard can then appeal to the Alabama Supreme Court. 
Regardless of the outcome of these slow trips through the 
courts, we expect Mr. Hubbard will enjoy several more 
years of freedom before he will actually have to serve any 
prison time. Then considering the Appeals Court was criti- 
cal of the ambiguities in the ethics laws, he has a chance of 
getting even more, or all, of his convictions overtumed.

AG announces indictment of attorney 
on charges of Medicaid fraud, theft 


Attorney General Steve 
Marshall announced the 
arrest of a former counselor 
on charges that she defraud- 
ed the Alabama Medicaid 
Agency. 

Yvonne Bradford- 
Porterfield, age 61, a former 
resident of Troy, Ala., sur- 
rendered last week at the 
Montgomery County 
Detention Facility and was 
released on a $10,000 bond. 

Marshall’s Medicaid 
Fraud Control Unit present- 
ed evidence to a 
Montgomery County grand 
jury resulting in Bradford- 
Porterfield’s indictment in 
April of 2017. Specifically, 
the indictment charges her 
with one count of Medicaid 
fraud and one count of first- 
degree theft of property. She 


has resided out-of-state since 
before the indictment was 
returned against her. 

Medicaid Fraud Control 
Unit investigated the case 
after it was referred from the 
Alabama Medicaid 
Agency’s Program Integrity 
Division. It is alleged that, 
while Bradford-Porterfield 
owned Because We Care 
Counseling Service in Troy, 
she submitted claims to the 
Medicaid Agency for coun- 
seling sessions for at-risk 
youth that never occurred, 
receiving over $11,000 in 
improper payments. 

No further information 
about the investigation or 
about Bradford-Porterfield’s 
alleged crimes other than 
that stated in the indictment 
may be released at this time.

Coffee County Commissioners 
approve Fiscal Year 2019 budget

The Coffee County 
Commission passed its 
operating budget for Fiscal 
Year 2019 during its regu- 
lar meeting Monday morn- 
ing, Sept. 10, in New 
Brockton. 

Commissioners had been 
meeting for several weeks 
with department heads to 
discuss the proposed budg- 
et, and county administra- 
tor Rod Morgan presented 
it Monday morning for 
commissioners to approve. 

The Fiscal Year 2019 
budget for the county is 
increasing by 3.55 percent 
over the current year budg- 
et. The total budgeted 
expenditures for the year 
estimated to be 
$22,248 ,152.97. 

The 2018 budget was 
$21,485,946.08. 

Morgan noted the new 
budget does include a two 
percent cost of living 
adjustment for all county 
employees. Also, he said 
the budget includes a five 
percent increase in health 
insurance costs, but he said 
the county would be 
absorbing that increase to 
keep it from affecting the 
employees’ part. 

Of the $22,248,152.97 
budgeted, the general fund 
budget is $9,478,350.63. 
The next largest budget is 
the highway department at 
$3,343,343, followed by 
the landfill at $3,052,194. 
Other budgeted items 
include: roll off budget is 
$1,716,799.64; mapping 
and appraisal at 
$1,034,840; solid waste at 
$917,024.30; RRR projects 
at $730,840; debt service at 
$637,154; engineering at 
$596,450; environmental 
services at $367,479.40; 
senior centers at $228,401; 
and tire processing at 
$145,277. 

The proposed budget 
passed by a unanimous 
vote of commissioners.

*** The Elba Tigers picked up win number two last

and are really much, much better than their record shows. 
Over on defense they pursue the ball and love to hit the 
man with the ball. Again, they are big up front and try to 
dominate the line of scrimmage, and have linebackers that 
really get after it. Kinston is a solid, well coached football 
team on both sides of the ball and we expect a four quar- 
ter fight on Friday night.” 

“If we are going to bring home a win we will have to 
play our best game of the season on both sides of the ball 
and play with intensity every time the ball is snapped,” 
said the first year Elba head coach.

Grabs first region win 


Elba fights past Pleasant Home 28-14

The Elba Tigers kicked 
off region play last week 
with a hard fought 28-14 
road win over the Pleasant 
Home Eagles.
